4. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Bruckner et 
al. (US Patent 3,536,139) 

Bruckner et al. shows a fire extinguishing actuating and refuse container combination 
system comprising a fire extinguisher 10 including a canister and a valve 14 as recited, 

container 8 as recited, a mounting 9 as recited, and a valve actuating assembly 26 
being removably coupled to the fire extinguisher whereas the valve assembly actuates 
the valve when a temperature of greater of 50 degrees C is detected in the container 8.
